City Will Try County 
Fire Protection Offer

After 
postponing 
action 


during its last meeting on rural 
fire protection, the Corsicana 
City 
Commission 
agreed 


Tuesday to try the county's 
offer of $25 per call per truck for 
six months. 


Following a suggestion that 


the offer be tried on a trial basis 
by 
Comm. 
Geral 
Nichols, 


Comm. P.O. Fullwood voiced 
the motion. It was approved in a 
4-1 vote 
with 
Mayor 
Sue 


Youngblood opposed. 


THE 
MAYOR 
said 
the 


county's offer is "not enough to 
cover costs" incurred by the 
city for fighting fires outside the 
city limits. For that reason, she 
said she had to vote no. 


Fullwood said 
the motion 


contains 
clauses 
to insure 


"zoning" boundaries proposed 
by the Navarro County Com- 
missioners' Court are 
com- 


pletely 
worked 
out. 
The 


boundaries will curtail 
Cor- 


sicana's area of fire coverage. 


The motion also contains a 


provision that "communication 
problems" be ironed out, so the 
Corsicana Fire Department is 
not called on unnecessary runs. 
Fullwood said he feels the area 
fire chiefs are "working real 
well' with City Manager Dick 
Ballenger on the matter. 


THE SIX-MONTH contract is 


retroactive to Feb. 1 when the 
city's contract with the county 


for rural fire protection ex- 
pired, according to Ballenger. 


Fullwood said the county is 


also trying to fund volunteer 
fire departments 
in various 


rural areas. He said he feels 
progress is being made and 
every effort should be made to 
continue 
working 
on 
the 


problem. 


Nichols said he is not ad- 


vocating "giving the county 
anything," but he does not want 
persons who live outside the city 
limits "to suffer" due to lack of 
fire protection. 


When 
Mayor Youngblood 


asked Corsicana Fire Chief 
Charlie Tieman if the $25 offer 
will cover costs, he replied no. 
He said he would "guess" ap- 
proximately "$40 to $50" would 
be more realistic. 


THE FIRE chief said he 


"could be wrong" because he 
has not closely computed the 
cost of fire runs outside city 
limits. He said, however, he 
feels the county's offer is a 
"step in the right direction." 


Tieman said, for example, 


that 23 of 34 rural fire calls 
answered by his department 
during the past two months 
were 
within 
the 
proposed 


"zoning" boundaries. He said 
he feels this percentage may 
hold true throughout the year, 
but cannot be certain. 


Fullwood said he thinks the 


$25 offer may be sufficient if the 
boundaries 
are 
closely 
ob- 


served.

Mayor Sue Youngblood told 


the Corsicana City Commission 
Tuesday she believes Comm. 
H.R. Stroube Jr. has "an illegal 
and unethical conflict of in- 
terest" because he has a con- 
tract to buy water from the city 
for a rural water system. 


The Mayor said, "Stroube 


should divest himself and his 
family of all interest in his rural 
water system, The Community 
Water Co., and a new contract 
be 
negotiated, 
or 
Comm. 


Stroube should resign." 


Mayor Youngblood said the 


city's contract with Community 
Water Co., which she said 
supplies water for the Purdon 
area, is void. She said "any 
further delivery of water under 
a void contract must stop." 


READING from a prepared 


statement (which is carried on 
Pg. 3-B), Mayor Youngblood 
said the Texas Supreme Court 
has made the following ob- 
servation: 


"It is the general rule that 


municipal contracts in which 
officers or employes of the City 
have a 
personal 
pecuniary 


interest are void. This rule is 
held to apply to members of the 
City Council." 


When the Mayor finished her 


statement, 
Comm. 
Stroube 


asked "Are you publicly ac- 
cusing me of cheating?" 


Mayor Youngblood said, "It's 


not fair to our citizens; it's 
illegal and unethical, that's 
what I'm saying." 


COMM. STROUBE said he 


has owned the water company 
for 20 years and asked the 
Mayor why the issue has not 
previously been mentioned. He 
said he would like to get a "legal 
opinion" concerning the legality 
of his water supply contract. 


The Mayor said the city's 


present contract with Com- 
munity Water was signed in 
1968. Comm. Stroube said the 
water supply company had a 
contract with the city "before 
then, too." 


Comm. Stroube said after the 


meeting, "I don't have any 
statement at this time. Please 
save me equal space on the 
front page when I do."

$59,888 Above the Budget 


Dallas Company Is Lo w Bidder 
For City Hall Complex Here

A low bid of $794,888 was submitted to the 


Corsicana City Commission Tuesday for 
construction of the proposed Corsicana 
Government Center. 


The bid is $59,888 higher than the amount 


budgeted for the new city hall complex, ac- 
cording to Comm. Geral Nichols. The bid was 
made by Goodberry Construction Co. of Dallas. 
It was the lowest of seven bids received by the 
commission. 


Goodberry proposes to complete construction 


of the complex within 360 calendar days after 
beginning. 


On Comm. P.O. Fullwood's motion, the 


commission named a committee to study the 
bid and the city's financial position. The 
committee is composed of Comms. Nichols and 
H.R. Stroube Jr. and City Manager Dick 
Ballenger. 


The committee is supposed to meet with 


architect Moffatt 
Adams, who conducted 


opening of the bids Tuesday, and Goodberry 
representatives to further discuss a possible 
contract. 


Mayor Youngblood said she will attend any 


meetings of the committee because she is "just 
as interested as ever" in construction of the 
building. Comm. Fullwood said he feels the 
committee members know more 'about the 


building business than he does, and Adams can 
work better with a small group rather than the 
entire commission. 


The committe motion was approved in a 2-1 


vote with Comms. Fullwood and Scott in favor. 
Mayor Youngblood voted no, citing her con- 
tinuing interest in the progress of negotiations. 


Comm. Nichols abstained 
from voting. 


Comm. Stroube left the meeting prior to the 
vote being taken. 


Three local subcontractors are included in 


Goodberry's alternate bids. They are Tatum 
Air Conditioning Co., Butler Electric and 
Corsicana Glass and Mirror Co. Adams said no 
plumbing subcontractors were listed. 


Adams told the commission several days 


may be required to study Goodberry's bid in 
detail. He said he will want to return to the 
commission as soon as possible to further 
discuss finances. 


No date was set for a meeting of the special 


committee. 


The other contractors and their base bids are 


as follows: 


Barsh Construction Co. of Waco, $868,442; C 


and L Stone Builders Inc. of Dallas, $829,000; 
Conceptual Building Systems of Dallas, 
$848,000; Hutson Construction Co. of Dun- 
canville, $992,904; Mat-Phil Construction Co. of 
Dallas, $927,333; and Smith Building Co. of 
Waco, $846,339. 


tracts,

presently selling water to the 
corporations for less than cost. 
The motion was approved, with 
Comm. Stroube abstaining from 
voting. Ballenger indicated he 
does not yet know how much the 
rates will be increased. 


Ballenger said the city's cost 


to produce the treated water is 
approximately 39.7 cents per 
thousand gallons. He said the 10 
rural water corporations now 
under contract with the city are 
charged 
on 
a 
"graduating 


scale." 


He said the corporations are 


charged 35 cents per thousand 
for the first 600,000 gallons. The 
fee drops to 25 cents and 20 
cents per thousand for specified 
amounts after the first 600,000 
gallons, according to Ballenger, 
thus creating the "graduating 
scale." 


BALLENGER 
said 
he 


believes the city would "break 
even" if the rural corporations 
are 
charged 
40 cents 
per 


thousand gallons for water. 
Comm. Scott said he thinks the 
city should make a "small 
profit" on the water supply 
contracts because 
"it's 
just 


good business." 


Comm. Geral Nichols said he 


feels the city should devise a 
less 
confusing 
system 
of 


charging for water sold to the 
rural suppliers. He said the 
"graduating scale" is difficult 
to work with, and the city's cost 
for producing treated water 
does not change due to the 
amount sold. 


Ronnie Slater, utilities billing 


manager, 
agreed 
the 


"graduating 
scale" 
had 


provided several problems. He 
said billing for the contracts can 
be done on the city's computer 
billing system, but most of the 
bills must eventually be figured 
by hand. 


Ballenger said he would like 


lo see the commission come up 
with a "flat rate" to ease 
bookkeeping problems. He said 
the cost situation has been 
researched and he feels a fair 
rate can be worked out. 


EVEN IF the rate is figured 


to coincide with water rates 
inside the city limits, Ballenger 
noted, it could still be computed 
on a "flat rate" basis. 


Mayor Youngblood read a 


statement' from Angus Water 
Supply Corp., one of the city's 10 
rural water contractors, which 
requested that the rates remain 
unchanged. The statement said 
the corporation is a non-profit 
organization and cannot afford 
a rate increase. 


Concerning 
the 
Mayor's 


statement 
about 
Comm. 


Stroube, Comm. P.D. Fullwood 
said he would like to get City 
Attorney 
Glenn 
Stewart's 


opinion in the matter. 


COMM. FULLWOOD said he 


feels Stewart could study the 
situation and tell the com- 
mission more about it from a 
legal standpoint. Stewart said 
he has not researched 
the 


matter and is not prepared to 
make any statement. 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: This is 


the third in a series of in- 
terviews with the five can- 
didates for two places on the 
Corsicana City Commission to 
be filled in the April 2 municipal 
election. Candidate Ray Bass is 
listed third on the ballot.) 


Ray Bass, candidate for the 


Corsicana 
City 
Commission, 


says he believes the city should 
begin operating on a "business 
basis" and "try to eliminate 
conflicting personalities." 


Bass says he thinks although 


the 
city 
charter 
is 
"an- 


tiquated," it is not impeding 
city operations. He says he 
thinks 
the 
charter 
should 


contain a "recall provision." 


Bass says he foresees no need 


in the near future to raise local 
taxes. He also says he favors 
the idea of a city auditorium 
and would give "considerable 
study" to proposal concerning 
renovation of the Ideal Theatre 
for that purpose.

Comm. Fullwood suggested 


there may be some way to 
obtain an opinion in the case

general. Stewart noted he is not 
able to get such a ruling 
because only a state official has 
that right. 


STEWART concluded he will

Brune advised the panel the 
primary purpose of the board 
meeting will be to review the 
status of the nearly completed 
Water Quality Plan for the 
Trinity River basin. Brune said 
the authority will establish on 


Aug. 
1 a new environmental 


section when the water quality 
plan, which the authority is 
conducting under contract with 
Texas Water Quality Board, is 
completed.

Corsicana, who was appointed a

mittees of the board. Brune 
explained "the charge of your 
committee is to be aware of all 


the projects we have." 


The TRA board and its func- 


tional committees this month 
are 
holding nine 
meetings 


throughout the river 
basin. 


Brune reported the Operations 
Committee, on which Gillen 
also serves, "spent almost three 
full 
clays 
inspecting 
all 


authority facilities from Fort 
Worth to the Gulf of Mexico." 
He added "We are making real 
progress and for the first time 
all board members are being 
better informed".

Engineers in 1953 with the in- 
terest of flood control and water 
conservation,

determined the project was not 
economically feasible at that 
time. The TRA recognized the 
need for additional flood control 
protection on Chambers Creek 
in its Master Plan in 1953 and 
included it in the Master Plan, 
Strawn said, but had not ac- 
tively pursued it "and nobody 
has been knocking our door to 


have us build it." He said it 
offered one of the last best sites 
for a water supply reservoir 
that could provide supply for 
not only Italy, but the towns 
north toward Dallas-Fort Worth 
where a need still exists for 
additional 
water 
supply 


reservoirs. 


Strawn 
said 
President 


Nixon's inclusion of a million 
dollars in this year's federal 
budget for Lakeview (federal) 
Reservoir 
southeast 
of 


Arlington 
makes 
the 
Italy 


reservoir a more attractive and 
potential prospect that could 
result in better operation of both 
treatment plants. 


At 
this 
point, 
only 
a 


preliminary report has been 
drafted 
by 
consulting 


engineers, but the Development 
Committee affirmed Tuesday it 
should be recommended for full 
board consideration. 


THE REGIONAL manager 


reported to the committee the 
TRA is a financing vehicle for

Ennis'

sewage treatment plant from a 
present 1.13 million gallons per 
day to 2.5 mgd at a cost of

Brune pointed out that where 


the authority finances projects 
for cities they' 'get a dollar for a 
dollar",

utilizing

under contracts it saves a city 
money they can put into other 
improvements.

HOUSTON (AP)-President 


Nixon's news conference Tues- 
day night met with generally a 
friendly 
reaction 
from 
the 


broadcasters 
attending 
the 


hour-long question and answer- 
session. 


But to a crowd of about 500 


demonstrators outside, there 
was a feeling of disappointment 
in both the President and in the 
audience. 


"He did quite well," said 


Dale B. I-anindsen, a Tacoma, 
Wash., 
broadcaster. 
"He 


seemed open and honest." 


"He was very candid, very 


forthright," said Frederick L. 
Lindholm of Panama City, Fla. 


"He's between a rock and a 
hard place and he's trying to 
be as candid as he can." 


Outside the auditorium where 


the news conference was held, 
about 50 sign-carrying, chant- 
ing and mostly young demon- 
strators marched around the 
block, held at bay by police 
dogs. 


Several of the sign-carriers 


said they expected Nixon to be 
confronted with a full hour of 
tough questions and said they 
were disappointed when the 
queries were what one called 
"mostly marshmellows." 


One girl, who claimed 
"I 


have no name," was near tears 


after the news conference. 


"These 
people 
were 
the 


media. These were the ones. I 
thought they would be more 
vocal. Here was a chance. I 
just hoped." 


Inside, the audience respond- 


ed with laughter and applause, 
showing 
obvious delight 
at 


President Nixon's quips. 


Afterward, few seemed in- 


clined to sour the occasion with 
criticism. 


"He handled himself very 


well," said Dale Moore of Mis- 
soula, Mont. "I think he did an 
adequate 
amount 
of 
side- 


stepping, 
but he's a 
very 


brilliant man as far as this 


spontaneous 
type 
of 
thing 


goes." 


"Probably this was a favor- 


able forum," said .1. William 
Poole, of Fredericksburg, Va. 
"Most of the people were from 
small towns and generally sup- 
port the President." 


Several broadcasters, how- 


ever, felt the President dodged 
questions and gave few new an- 
swers. 


"I heard them before," said 


David Rodgers, a Salinas, Ca- 
lif., broadcaster. "I wasn't sat- 
isfied then." 


Jim Miller, a Birmingham, 


Ala., equipment salesman, said 
he thought the President "jar- 


goned."

Mayor Youngblood: 
It is my opinion that at the 


present time an illegal and 
unethical conflict of interest 
exists on this Commission. At 
four different meetings since 
December 18, 1973, the rural 
water 
rates 
have 
been 


discussed by this Commission. 
The Commission was advised 
by 
City 
Manager 
Dick 


Ballenger that the rates should 
be raised. Hardy Eubanks, our 
fiscal adviser, has stated that 
the City of Corsicana should 
never sell water to another 
system at a cost which is less 
than that paid by its own 
citizens. 


ON JAN. 2, 1974, Comm. 


Stroube (H.R. Stroube 
Jr.) 


killed the issue by moving to 
table any discussion on rural 
water rates. Since then, he has 
abstained from voting on the 
issue. This action had made it 
more difficult if not impossible 
to obtain a majority vote to 
raise rural water rates. I have 
done considerable research on 
the matter and have found some 
interesting items: 


(1) Comm. Stroube has a 


contract to buy water from the 
City for a rural water system. 


(2). This contract provides 


that Comm. Stroube's rates are 
to be automatically raised by 
the same amount as any raise in 
City water rates. 


(3) On April 1, 1973, the city 


water rates were raised, but 
since 
that 
time 
Comm. 


Stroube's rates have remained 
the same, in violation of that 
contract. 
Comm. 
Stroube 


signed the contract with the 
city, yet he has made no move 
to pay the increased rates. 


(4) Since Comm. Stroube took 


office, he has been in violation 
of Article 373 of the Texas Penal 
Code, which prohibits any city 
commissioner from contracting 
with the city. 


ARTICLE 373 was repealed 


on Jan. 1,1974 and replaced by 
Article 39.01 of the New Penal 
Code. Article 39.01 prohibits any 
city 
commissioner 
from 


violating any civil law relating 
to his office. Article 988 of the 
Texas Revised Civil Statutes 
prohibits 
any 
city 
com- 


missioner 
from 
contracting 


with the city. The Texas 
Common Law has long held 
contracts between a city and 
any of its officers void.

The 
foregoing rule rests upon sound 
public policy. Its object is to 
insure strict fidelity upon the 
part of those who represent it 
and manage its affairs. The rule 
prohibiting public officers from

should 
be 


scrupulously enforced". 


THE CITIZENS of Corsicana 


are entitled to have a com- 
missioner who fairly and im- 
partially reviews all city con- 
tracts and not one who moves to 
table discussion or abstains 
from voting because of his 
pocketbook. I, therefore, call 
for the following action:

The delegates voted, 89-73, to

WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


cent rains have improved pros- 
pects for winter wheat in parts 
of the Southwest where dry 
weather had threatened the 1974 
crop, according to Agriculture 
Department surveys. 


"Wheat and oats responded 


well to the recent rains in 
Texas," the department said 
Tuesday in a weekly weather 
report. "Some non-irrigated 
wheat on the Texas High Plains 
revived and showed moderate 
growth." 


The crop in Kansas and Okla- 


homa "made rapid growth" last 
week as temperatures con- 
tinued above normal.

dren," bin 'ho welfare depart- 
ment sine'.: l'.)4i has interpreted 
it to mean anyone up to age 16. 


On Oct. 11, Ally. Gen. John 


Hill said that was wrong, that 
it covered children up to 18. 


At this point Roloff decided, 


as he told Gov. Dolph Briscoe's 


executive assistant, 
that 
"I 


can't compromise. We need 
freedom. If 1 don't have free- 
dom, the power of Clod is not 
upon me, and I can't do any- 
thing about these dopeheads 
without God's power." 


He also said, "These rules 


arid regulations are nut suited 
for a real Christian home." 
And Raymond Vinvell, welfare 
commissioner, said Roloff told 
him in their negotiations that 
he understood that "on one sick- 
there is religion and on one 
side there is communism," but 
that he didn't understand what 
was in between.

DITION: Rains in some areas 
of the county left fields and 
pastures fairly soaked. The 
rains fell more generally across 
the southern two-thirds of the 
county. Fields were given a 
second soaking in some areas of 
the eastern part of the county 
the next day. By the end of the 
week, field work was picking up 
in most areas of the county. 


Grain sorghum producers are 


approximately 35 per 
cent 


completed

through had it not rained last 
weekend. In some areas, grain 
sorghum 
that was planted 


several days ago is beginning to 
come up. Some fields 
are 


already up to a stand. 


Producers were rigging up 


equipment to continue planting 
as soon as the fields were dry 
enough in the wetter areas. 


Bermuda 
grasses 
are 


beginning to start growing and 
fertilizer should be applied to all 
bermuda grass fields now, to 
stimulate the best growth and 
greatest amount of forage per 
acre. We are still getting calls 
concerning putting out coastal 
bermuda grass sprigs. For the 
most part, it is already too late 
to start sprigging without full 
knowledge and understanding 
that you will be sprigging and 
hoping only. 


Small grain has made some 


tremendous growth during the 
past two weeks. Some fields we 
observed this week are at dif- 
ferent stages, but are beginning 
to joint. If you are still grazing 
small grain and hope to make a 
grain crop, you are certainly 
pressing 
your luck. Cattle 


should have been removed by 
the end of February, to give the 
small grain crop a chance to 
recover and make a good grain 
field.

Cable TV, 
Copyright 
Is Question

WASHINGTON (AP) 


Should cable-TV operators pay 
broadcasters and others copy- 
right fees for TV shows they 
pick 
off the air? It's 
a 


question that's been kicking 
around in Congress since 1971. 


It's still there today, despite 


a Supreme Court decision this 
month that cable-TV companies 
don't have to pay such fees for 
TV shows they import from dis- 
tant cities and provide subscri- 
bers in their own communities 
for a monthly charge. 


The ruling was viewed in the 


cable-TV industry as a major 
victory. And you'd think the 
major industry group — the 
National Cable Television Asso- 
ciation (NCTA) — would be 
more than happy to let the rul- 
ing answer the copyright ques- 
tion for good. 


But NCTA president David 


Foster says otherwise. On the 
day 
the ruling came, 
he 


allowed himself a brief cheer, 
then insisted his group still 
wants Congress to make cable- 
TV operators pay copyright 
fees, even though it'll cost them 
hundreds of thousand of dollars 
annually. "We have always felt 
that as a matter of qualifying 
cable to become a first-class 
member of the communications 
fraternity, we should accept 
this responsibility," says Fos- 
ter, whose group represents 1,- 
300 of the nation's 3,000 cable- 
TV systems. 


"This has been a difficult po- 


sition for the cable industry to 
come to," he noted. "There are 
still many cable operators who 
don't feel they should pay cop- 
yright fees." 


However, he added, "quite 


candidly, a whole lot of our 
regulatory problems, I think, 
will either go away or be min- 
imized once we've got the cop- 
yright issue behind us." 


In 1971, the National Associ- 


ation of Broadcasters, NCTA 
and copyright owners came to 
an agreement — sponsored by 
the White House Office of Tele- 
communications Policy — to 
jointly support legislation that 
would, among other things, 
make cable-TV liable for cop- 
yright fees. 


But Wasilewski, whose group 


represents 531 commercial TV 
stations, was skeptical about 
how hard Foster's association 
would press Congress for cop- 
yright legislation in the wake of 
the Supreme Court ruling.

SITUATION: 


Weaning calves were selling 
about $5 per cwt. higher this 
week than last week, and fat 
calves were beginning to level 
off. This change is due in part to 
the reduction of the buildup of 
fat calves as a result of the 
trucker's strike. 


The cash grain prices at the 


major U.S. 
grain markets 


report a second straight week 
drop of from 10 to 30 cents per 
cwt. The Houston market was 
about 15 cents per cwt lower 
than a week ago on wheat. 
Grain sorghum was also run- 
ning 15 cents to 35 cents lower at 
the three major U.S. markets 
with the TExas market running 
25 cents lower per cwt than a 
week ago.

DALLAS (AP) - Booming oil 


demands and profits and Arab- 
induced urgency have triggered 
an apparently unprecedented 
scramble to lease land that 
might yield new oil and gas 
supplies. 


I^and brokers for several ma- 


jor oil firms say they are work- 
ing overtime trying to lease 
federal and private land with 
possibilities for oil and gas. 
Prices of leases have doubled 
in some areas and competition 


for prime spots is fierce. 


The land rush is greater now 


"than in several years," said 
Bill Allbright, president of the 
American Association of Petro- 
leum I^ndmen. 


Causes for the scramble have 


many roots but price differ- 
ences admittedly are the main 
one. 


Oil from wells producing be- 


fore the crisis brings $5.25 a 
barrel under federal controls. 
Newly-found oil sells for $10 or 
more a barrel. The price a 
year ago was about $3.50 for 


any oil, "old" or "new." 


"I think definitely 
the in- 


crease in the price of oil has 
increased activity—that's the 
primary reason," said Jim 
Beavers, land manager for 
Hunt Oil Co. 


"We're gearing up, anticipat- 


ing and hoping the powers that 
be will restore some incentives. 
It's a beginning ... to try to 
obtain self-sufficiency," 
said 


Jack Caskey of Denver, region- 
al land manager for a 35-state 
Mobil area. 


"It's hope for the future, Al- 


lbright 
said. 
"Without 
the 


leases, you don't have a whole 
lot of hope. What you have now 
is gradually being depleted." 


He said leases are to the oil- 


man what "beans on the shelf" 
are to the grocer. 


One good indicator of the in- 


creased leasing is the activity 
of the Texas Land Commission, 
which offers land to oil com- 
panies to provide school in- 
come. 


Jack Howard of the land of- 


fice said an ct. 2, 1973, state 
ale was the second largest in 


Texas history, e said 1.3 mil- 
ion acres, including substantial 
offshore properties, were of- 
fered, and about 400,000 were 
bid, bringing in $21.4 million. 


Most leases, he noted, were 


in the oil-rich Permian Basin of 
West Texas. 


In Utah, Phillips'Petroleum 


Co. and the Sun Oil Co. jointly 
bid $14,885 per acre to acquire 
a 5,100 acre government shale 
tract. 


Earlier this year, the Interior 


Department offered two tracts 
in Colorado which brought win- 


ning bids totaling $327 million. 


In Florida, a Sun Oil group 


acquired 25 per cent of a Gulf 
Oil Corp. and Columbia Gas 
System, Inc., offshore lease 
amounting to 5,700 acres. 


Similar 
activity 
from 
the 


Rockies to the Gulf is reported 
by big oil companies and a few 
independents. 


The leases generally run 5-10 


years. One company will often 
take a lease another has just 
facated, hoping for better luck. 


"They're going in and buying 


broad sweeps of leases cov- 


ering various basins. 
Money 


spent now on leases will prob- 
ably pay 
off later flown 
the 


road," said Ha.skey. 


Caskey 
said there 
is one 


chance in nine of finding any- 
thing on the leased property. 
Hut having the land is its own 
justification. 


"We're 
not 
leasing 
extra 


land. We're increasing the capi- 
tal assets of the company." he 
said. "If incentives are 
re- 


stored to oil and gas. we have 
to have places to look to find 
oil and gas."

projections being used by a 
major bank in planning for the 
year 1985. 


Bankers have a tendency to 


count years before they occur, 
but usually their most serious 
projections are confined to the 
very immediate future. But for 
its own internal use, the Con- 
tinental Illinois National Bank 
went further. 


It foresees the Gross National 


Product, or the total of all goods 
and produced 
and services 


provided, 
as 
rising 
from 


about$1.3 trillion in 1973 to 
nearly $2 trillion in 1985 — and 
that's after 
discounting 
for 


inflation. 


Yes, they expect inflation to 


continue, at a rate averaging 
close to 3 per cent between now 
and 1985. Otherwise that GNP 
figure 
would come out 
to 


something like $2.85 trillion. 


Measured in constant dollars, 


nearly 60 per cent of all families 
are expected to be earning 
$10,000 or more in 1985 - the 
percentage was about half that 
in 1970 — and the median in- 
come is foreseen 
rising to 


$12,000 from $8,600. 


But just as 
inflation 
and 


higher than usual interest rates 
are likely to persist, the bank's 
forecasters told its staff, so will 
it be more difficult in the future 
to achieve a jobless rate near or 
below 4 per cent. 


The 
savings 
rate, 
which 


during the past three years 
lopped 8 per cent briefly, is 
foreseen as averaging around 6 
per cent, or only slightly lower 
than average of the decades of 
the 1950s and 1960s. 


The cult of youth is expected 


to fade as the birth rate declines 
to two child1".:", per woman, but 
the percentage in the 25-44 age 
bracket is projected to rise 
significantly. And that means 
more housing — nearly double 
the 1960s rate.
